Retail Trade Turns Homeward 


Under the stimulus of the automobile American housewives 
decades ago were doing an increasing amount of their

W The number of retail stores 
in- 


creased between 1929 and 1939 by 20 
per cent—while populatitn increas- 
ed but 7 per cent. 


Furthermore, these retail outlets sold 


in average of $23,750 worth of goods 
n 1939—which was 15 per cent bel- 
ter than in 1935.

Eyes are focused intently today on 


the Russo-German border, fnscinateftl 
by the clash of titans. There, at this 
moment, is centered the clash between 
two worlds, one of which, according 
to axis spokesmen, cannot survive. 
For the "third world," Russia, has 
been pitchforked unwillingly into the 
battle for the democratic world which 
Hitler and Mussolini have condemned 
to death, 


The battle is bigger than even the 


far-flung battle-line that seethes from 
Arctic Murmansk to semi-tropic Odes- 
sa. It extends across the world. 


For instance, in South America the 


shock of the invasion of Russian-has 
been felt no less strongly than in 
North America. The same forces that 
brought cha'nges of mind and changes 
of alignment here, brought similar 
changes there. Communists made the 
same daroit half-gainer dive there that 
they made here, and for the same 
reasons. People who incline to think 
that even Fascism is preferable to 
Communism, stiffened their opposition 
to whatever aid was being given those 
who resist invasion—and in 
South 


America in general, such aid has al- 
ways encountered even stiffer resis- 
tance than in North America. But in 
general the same pressures and strains 
felt here are felt there. 


A Hitler victory over Russia would 


do the United States immeasurable 
harm in its relations with the coun- 
tries to the south. Why? Because the

Britain Gets 
425 Mil lion 


Loan From U.S. 


RFC Loan With 
Collateral Would 
Stabilize Dollar 
Exchange 


WASHINGTON — (/P)— The federal 
loan agency announced Tuesday a 425 
million dollar loan to Great Britain 
against an estimated 500 million dollar 
collateral to help Britain pay for war 
supplies ordered in the United States 
before the lend lease act was passed 


I The loan was authorized by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation with 
the approval of President Roosevelt 
and at the request of Jesse Jones, 
RFC administrator, the agency said. 


The deal was arranged, it was ex- 


plained, for the purpose of providing 
Britain with dollar exchange without 
having to sell their securities and 
investments at forced sale. 


Funds to total 425 million dollars 


will be paid out to Britain at the rate 
of approximately 100 million dollars 
a month under the terms of the deal 
and the loan bearing interest at the 
rate of 3 per cent annually will ma- 
ture in 15 years. 


Interest and dividends from the col- 


lateral of British securities have been 
pledged to the RFC plus earnings from 
United States branches of 41 insur- 
ance companies adequate to amortize 
the entire loan by the end of the 
maturity period.

LITTLE ROCK — (I?)- The Arkan- 


sas department of the American Leg- 
ion in its annual convention called 
on President Roosevelt Monday to give 
a full and complete statement of facts 
which constitute danger to the nation 
and urged Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins to resign in the interest of na- 
tional unity. 


The Legion suggested a statement 


was in order so that speedy action 
may be taken for complete protection 
of the country and to assure that un- 
it yof purpose among the people was 
necessary of national defense. 


The resolution referring to Secre- 


tary Perkins said the cause of national 
unity and defense would be best 
served by her resgination because it 
was "becoming obvious that there was 
a growing lack of confidence of the 
people in the ability of the present 
secretary of labor to fully exercise 
the responsibilities of the office.

tative farmers and farm women of the 
area. Individual, typical cases were 
presented by 'both white and negro 
farmers involving such problems as 
housing, no moving facilities, lack of 
money, and future employment. Fol- 
lowing these statements, representa- 
tives of the various agencies presented 
what each will do to effect the greatest 
possible service. Possible additional 
services, which would require admin- 
istrative rulings, were explored by the 
group.

That we must give up many things 


Is inevitable. What and how are ques- 
tions each housewife must answer for 
herself, The method is easy to out- 
line, the practice will be 
difieult, 


though the result is worthwhile if 
we arc not to bc discouraged by oc- 
casional failures. 


The first step is to make a serious 


estimate of the probable income for 
the year. Follow this with a care- 
fully-made judgment of the maximum 
amount of stale and federal income 
taxes you will bc asked to pay (make 
it largo) and subtract the amount from 
your estimated income. Plan to live 
on the rest, or working income. 


Put on paper a list of present ex- 


penses. Do not omit small items; they 
all count in the total. Study this 
work sheet carefully. Do not allcmpt 
a general percentage reduction but 
weigh values one against another and 
discard the less desirable. Wherever 
possible retain the things which you 
know arc 
especially necessary 
to 


maintain good morale in your parti- 
cular family. 


With this now scnsa of values in 


mind make a spending plan which 
you bring within the limits of youi 
reduced working income. Traditional, 
outdated, mallcr-of course purchases 
must bc omitted unless they can 
prove their value. Use this new plan 
to control expense. Each desire to 
spend for items not included in the 
daily routine must, bc justified. 


Such a budget will include all fix- 


ed or irreducible charges such as in- 
sranec, rental or house 
ownership 


costs, etc.

Some Talk of 
Scattering Govern- 
ment Offices

WASHINGTON - 
The talk of 


decentralizing Washington is gelling 
so hot it no longer can be ignored. 


Washington is glutted. 
I have told 


about it often. The steady influx of 
huiTumity to supply the demand for 
toilers in national defense (govern- 
ment workers here now number more 
than 21)0.000) has caused such a burst- 
ing at the seams thai high officials 
and congressmen can no longer stand 
the strain. 


Something has to be clone and that 


something very likely will cause one 
of the grand scraps of the year. Al- 
ready on Capitol Hill the lines arc 
forming and cabinet members and 
their lieutenants are arming for bat- 
tle—a battle of words to prevent their 
bureaus and 
agencies 
from 
being 


packed off to Oshkosh or Tuscaloosa. 


Even President Roosevelt's 
press 


conference has heard the first rumb- 
lings of a skirmish. It came out of the 
talk of moving the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to Chicago—a move! 
for which the ICC has no stomach- 
but which has been suggested on the 
floor of congress with the argument 
that 
the ICC could keep just as 


close an eye, if not a closer one, on 
the railroads and such from Chicago 
as from Washington. Asked to com- 
ment, the President only replied with 
another query: 
Why pick on the 


poor old ICC? 


Just what the something that has 


to bo done to relieve the Washing- 
ton glut will be is not yet clear. 
Aside from rushing construction of 
new government office buildings in 
suburban Virginia and Maryland and 
announcing that the regional forestry 
office will be moved out of here, no 
action has been taken. 


Budget Report Awaited 


The Bureau of the Budget, which 


seems to be all things to all govern- 
ment, has been making a study for 
months and may come out any minute 
with a report and recommendations 
which would give the move-'em-out 
advocates on the Hill a springboard 
for action. 


The Federal Communications Com- 


mission, the Home Owners Loan Corp- | 
oration (which has less than a thou- 
sand of its 7,500 employes here), the 
Bureau of the Census, a half a dozen 
agencies in Agriculture and Interior, 
and the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission are just a few that have 
been singled out by congressmen or 
other officials for removal to other) 
cities. 
I 


But decentralization by transferring! 


agencies and bureaus to the hinter- 
lands isn't the only scheme that has 
been advanced. 


Several years ago, the National Re- 


_ sources Committee came out with a 
j plan to scatter 12 "regional capitals" 
| over the United States, locating them 
| roughly at the same points where 
the Federal Reserve banks arc locat- 
ed. This would mean regional capi- 
tals would be established at or in 
the vicinities of Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, 
Richmond, 


Atlanta, Chicago, St. Louis, Minnea- 
polis, Kansas City, Dallas and San 
Francisco. 


The plan originally got into a welter 


of controversy and after 
President 


Roosevelt was reported to be against 
it, it was allowed to go into the dis-| 
card. Recently, it has been dragged 
out, dusted off and has a good chance 
of getting before congress 
in the 


form of proposed 
legislation. 


Rep. Everett M. Dirksen of 111!- 


nois has announced that he is going 
to push through his resolution for a 
special committee to report on this 
or other decentralization legislation. 


Sen. John H. Overton of Louisiana! 


has said he will oppose any attempt j 
to move any agencies out of Wash- 
ington. He suggests putting all gov- 
eminent departments on three eight-! 
hour shifts a day or rushing through 
big low-cost housing projects in the 
suburban areas. 


Would Start Anew 


Probably the most startling plan 


to some has come from a government 
official who asks to remain unnamed 
until he has put his completed scheme 
in shape for presentation. His idea is 
to junk Washington altogether and 
move the national capital to Chica- 
go or some other centrally located 
mid-western city. He is drawing his 
plans on Chicago because of location 
and because he knows it so well. 


His plan, roughly, is to build all of 


the government buildings in a vast 
landscaped quadrangle well out from 
the city which would be connected 
with the capital by a fan-shaped 
system of subways, to carry the work- 
ers from city or suburban homes to 
their offices. There would be no re- 
sidences in the capital area. 


We can already smell sulphur from 


the slorrn of controversy this plan 
would bring up—not to mention what 
a wreck it would leave of the na- 
tional unity program. But it is an 
architect's dream.

Japan Guards 
Against Damage 


Chiang Kai-shek's 
Home Is Carefully 
Guarded

KIKOW, Eastern China—The Jap- 


anese army, whose leaders have prom- 
ised repeated to "exterminate" Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, is safe- 
guarding carefully the Chinese com- 
mander's native town. 


Japanese troops entered it without 


opposition and found the outside of 
the generalissimo's residence slightly 
damaged but its tinterior intact. 


The large estate consists of two 


homes, one built in foreign style and 


one by Chinese architects. Pine trees, 
groves of bamboo, lespede/a trees and 
luxurant growths of brush-wood cov- 
er the 50 acres. Near the house is 
Chiang's library, housed in a Chinese 
style tower overlooking the Kengliwa 
river. 


The Chinese style house is expen- 


sively furnished in the classic mode, 
with paper scrolls decorating its walls. 
A desk, complete with ink slab, stands 
just as the generalissimo left it more 
than four years ago. 


The Japanese troops found Chang's 


actual birthplace, a modest one-story 
house about ,-i mile outside the town 
wall, in nearly complete ruin, the re- 
sult of a fire. 
Before the charred 


stones stand a time-worn tablet, its 
remaining characters reading: 


"With blood . . . \vnslicfl." 


Kikow, although off the beaten track 


of travel in China, was modernized 
and beautified by the generalissimo 
after his rise to power. The Japanese 
high command reported troops had 
been instructed to "take pains to pre- 
serve carefully the things Chiang Kai- 
shek holds dear."
